Apparently the Sierra Madre com¬ 
muters art well satisfied with ihe way 
tilings are going just at present. At 
any rate they sec-m w illing that the j 
“stay-at-homes” composing the bulk 
of the Board of Trade membership shall 
shoulder the task of doing whatever 
work seems necessary for the good of 
the community. 

These conclusions are based on the 
attendance at the Board of Trade 
meeting Monday evening when the 
number of commuters present was ex¬ 
actly two, Messrs. Dickson and Moote.

Patterson being absent and having 
insisted that the action of the Board 
in tabling his resignation did nut in 
any way militate against its effective¬ 
ness. The matter of electing a secre¬ 
tary was taken up later in the evening 
and after some discussion was laid over 
until another meeting in the hope that 
some available person could be found 
in the meantime. Mr. Caskey’s name 
was suggest d but lie said he ex¬ 
pected to be out of town all summer, 
and also thought the secretary should 
be some one permanently located near 
the business center of town. 

It was decided to postpone the annual 
banquet until fall, the event having 
been already delayed a long time by 
in unusual combination of circum¬ 
stances.

BURROS STILL 

CAUSE FUSS 

CHANTRY FACING A TRIAL 

First Arrsst Made Under Ordinance 

Restricting District for Keeping 
of Burros 

Burros are still the principal topic 
of conversation along Mountain Trail 
avenue and in Recorder Perry’s court 
room. Under the recently passed or¬ 
dinance limiting the nhmmber of ani¬ 
mals which can be kept nn one’s prem¬ 
ises City Marshal Fay arrested C. 
E. Chantry last Saturday, claiming he 
had been keeping too many animals at 
his place on Mountain Trail. Trial 
was set for Tuesday by Recorder Perry 
but was later continued one week so 
that Chantry could do some work for 
tlie government transporting supplies 
into the mountains. 

After the passage of the ordinance 
Chantry was given until May 1 to ar¬ 
range his bsuiness so lie could comply 
with the ordinance. He is said to 
have secured a piece of land out of the 
restricted district where it was sup¬ 
posed he would keep his reserve stock 
after that time in order not to keep 
more animals than the ordinance per¬ 
mitted at his old quarters. Marshal 
Ray claims that he failed to make 
good in complying with the terms of 
the ordinance and as a result the 
whole business will be aired in the re¬ 
corder's court next Tuesday.

WOOD OF THE RED GUM. 

When Properly Treated It Makes a 
Valuable Timber. 

Acting in concert with some of the 
largest lumber dealer in this country, 
the United States forestry service took 
up the matter of the red gum lumber 
of the southern states in the endeavor 
to acquit it of the charges which had 
been made against it. It lias long 
been regarded as one of the most beau¬ 
tiful of the woods of this country, but 

i its behavior in use was not all that 

| 

! could be asked for. It was known to 
split and warp in such a manner that 
it was never made use of except for 
1 temporary purposes. Even for this 
there was very little of it cut. The 
results of the investigation and experi 
merit which ensued was that it was 
learned that if the wood were proper- 
, ly treated it could he relied on just as 
much as any of the more favorably 
known woods. It was discovered that 
the wood must be treated a little dif¬ 
ferently in piling and drying and that 
a double drying process was necessary’ 
That is, after being reduced to hoards 
it should stand in the air for one year 
and then be given an additional treat¬ 
ment in the kiln. In this manner rhe 
wood was deprived of nearly all of its 
water content. In its green condition 
! it weighs 4.750 pounds per 1.000 feet, 
i while after the double drying treat¬ 
ment it weighs 3.300 pounds Red 
i gum that weighs 3 1-3 pounds per foot 
will be found entirely trustworthy as 
j far as its future conduct is concern¬ 
ed. It will not twist, warp or crack 
When cut it hits the appearance <>f 
j mahogany or birch and is capable of 
being treated with almost any of tire 
wood stains in use.
